London, June 9.~De<lmte returns 
regarding the severe fighting between 
th e Chinese troops and the Boxers 
th a t was going on Thursdtiy between 
Tien-Tsin and Peking had not been 
received a t Tien-Tsin when the latest 
telegram s to reach London were filed. 
The Chinese 
troops, 
however, had 
killed m any Boxers, according to some 
reports, while another account 
had 
th e government soldiery defeated in 
an engagement nesar Pao Ting Fu. 


Apparently the legation guards have 
n o t yet taken a hand in the fighting, 
b u t they are ready to do so a t a mo­ 
m ent’s notice. 
The Boxer movement 
affects some hundreds of square miles. 
Official dispatches to 
Vienna *from 
Peking aver th at the sect is more pow­ 
erful 
th an 
any 
political party in 
China, embracing no less than 4,000,- 
000 and manipulatedi by zealous and 
adroit men. 


Act In C oncert. 


The representatives of the powers 
ere still acting in perfect 
concert, 
which appears for the present to give 
th e Chinese government ample chance 
to put down the disturbances alone. 
Ma>* T arn Afiralniit th e D ynaafy. 
Secret orders from Peking have 
paralyzed milit-ary action and raised 
the status of the Boxers in the eyes 
of the ignorant masses. Although the 
Boxers declare their first object to be 
th e annihilation of Catholic converts, 
th e wire-pullers 
evidently 
wish to 
propagate hatred among the country 
people against foreigners and things 
foreign in general. The movement on 
the surface has a patriotic character, 
b u t it may turn ultimately against the 
dynasty. This seems to be the reason 
why it has thus far been treated with 
a 
gentle 
hand. 
The legations at 
Peking have wired for reenforcements. 


S itn a tio n at T le n .l^ in . 


The Tien-Tsin correspondent of the 
Daily Mail, telegraphing June 7, says: 


“For the last three days the whole 
com m unity of Tlen-Tsln has been pre­ 
paring to defend itself against an ex­ 
pected attack by the 
Boxers. 
There 
Is a continual influx of refugees from 
the surrounding country, who are now 
crowding the city. 
This Increases the 
excitem ent. 
N early all the villages sur­ 
rounding Tlon-Tsln are joining the Box­ 
er movement, which la taking more and 
m ore a fanatical character. 


“ P arties of foreigners when approach­ 
ing the vlllage.s are driven back by arm ed 
bands. Yesterday the Chinese troops were 
ordered to Ma Chang, on the Grand canal, 
w ithin 20 miles of which a large body of 
Boxers Is reported to be collecting. 
A t­ 
tem pts to reestablish the regular working 
of the Feking-Tlen-Tsln railw ay 
have 
Jiltherto proved futile. 
Every night the 
Boxers set fire to the sleepers and the 
wood work of the bridKres. 


“Gen. Nleh .seems bent upon acting with 
energy and dealing out heavy blow.s to 
the rebels, recognizing the necessity of 
destroying the pre.stlge of the Boxers, 
w hich has begun to domoralize his arm y.’’ 


lIuxiTN M ur<ler T 'w e n ty , 


Peking-, June 7 (via Shanghai, June 
9.—Nine native converts were mur- 
diered by Boxers at Feng-Tai last night 
and 11 at IIuang-Tsun. 


At noon to-day Ethvin H. Conger, the 
Amencan minister, received an urgent 
message from Tunf»--Chow, 13 miles 
south of Peking:, begg-ing him to send 
a guard of marines to rescue the Amer­ 
ican women and children there, as the 
taotai has informed the missionaries 
th at, although he has TKK) of Gen. Nieh’s 
troops at his ciasposition, the soldliers 
are insubordinate and unwilling to pro­ 
tect the hated foreigners from the 
Boxers. 


Aak M cK in ley’s Aid. 


London, June U.—The Peking corre­ 
spondent of the Times, telegraphing 
June S. says: “The American mission­ 
ary conference to-day sent a dispatch 
to Presid«ent McKinley appealing for 
protection and asserting that the mis­ 
sionaries at Paoting-Fu andi other 
places are in extreme danger; that the 
Tung-Chu mission station 
has been 
abandoned; th at chapels have every­ 
where been burned, and that hundteds 
of native Christians have been massa­ 
cred».”

tions. 
Chief activity and most attention 
Is, however, still concentrated on the 
prices situation, and efforts to readjust 
quotatlonn to meet current demand and 
supply conditions go forw ard steadily.

The U nnteaily North P ole. 


A lthough the in h ab itan ts 
of 
the 
earth are not perceptibly affected by 
the w andering m otion of the no rth 
pole, yet it is a phenom enon of unceas­ 
ing in terest to astronom ers, and on 
Jan u a ry 1 a new plan for investigating 
it w ent into effect, says Y outh’s Com­ 
panion. The m otion, which is sugges­ 
tive of the w abbling of a top, is ex­ 
trem ely slight when the vast size of 
the earth is taken into account. Since 
1890 the no rth pole has never 
been 
more than 35 feet away from the place 
it should occupy if the e a rth ’s axis 
of revolution never varied in direction. 
But the m otion is erratic, and its cause 
is obscure. 
The new plan of observa­ 
tion was formed by the In tern atio n al 
Geodetic association. It provides four 
observing stations, all close 
to 
the 
th irty -n in th degree of n o rth latitude, 
and all w ithin 500 feet of th e same 
parallel.

M idzusawa, 
.Japan; Carloforte. Sardinia; G aithers­ 
burg, Md.. and Ukiah, Cai. Precisely 
sim ilar observations w ith exactlj' the 
same kind of zenith telescopes will be 
made at each station on carefully se­ 
lected, stars.

“Yellow Boom Farm, June 8.—On June' 
6 Gen. Talbot Coke, with the Tenth brig­ 
ade and the South African light horse, 
seized Van Wyke Hill. The enemy made 
some resistance, and a good deal of snip­ 
ing occurred. Our casualties were about 
four killed and 13 wounded. During that 
day and the following we got two 4.7 and 
two 12-pound&r naval guns on to Van 
Wyke Hill and two five-inch guns.on to 
the southwestern spur of Inkewelo. Un­ 
der cover of their fire Gen. Hlldyard to­ 
day assaulted all the spurs of the Berg 
between Botha’s Pass and Inkewelo. The 
attack, which was well planned by Hlld­ 
yard and carried out with Immense dash 
by the troops, for whom no mountains 
were too steep, outflanked the enemy, 
w'ho were forced to retire from their 
very strong position. I think we did not 
have any casualties; and I hope I have 
obtained a position from which I can ren­ 
der Lalng’s Nek untenable.” 


R o b e r ts S till S ile n t. 


Lord 
Roberts 
has communicated 
nothing for tiiree days, nor permitted 
the correspondents to wire what ii^ go­ 
ing on. London’s inference is that he 
is resting, although he is possilily dis­ 
posing his army for a reach after Com­ 
mandant General Botha. A blockade oí 
the wires, owing to the crush of official 
correspondence, may account for the 
scant}' press diispatches.
